DRIVER’S TESTIMONY. 

James Donnelly, taxi driver, employed by the 
L.8.E. Motor Company, having been cautioned, 
said that on Wednesday night he was travelling 
from Palmerstown at ihe rate of about twelve 
miles an hour. He had electric headlights, and 
no oil lamps. He collided with the other car 
near Island Bridge. The other car gave no 
warning, and had no lights. The witness pulled 
up when the accident occurred, and took the 
gentleman out from under his car When asked 
tf he was hurt, the gentleman said, “ Yes, 
just a little on the nose.” Asked if he would 
go to hospital, the man made no reply, but 
walked towards the taxicab. The witness turned 
found to look at the front of his own car. and 
the next thing that he heard was a shot. On 
looking round, he saw the man lying on his 
hack. He did not see a revolver then, until 
two-or three soldiers came along, when one of 
them stooped and picked the revolver off the 
body.

Slovakian people, but in a certain historical 
irony very excusable under the circumstances, 
In 1918 the existence of the State was recog- 
nised in international despatches. In 1920 its 
statesmen, its men of cominierce, and its popu- 
lation were busy in conserving the international! 
progress that had been made and building up 
a state of prosperity in the midst of a Con- 
tinent everywhere falling into decay. -: In 1922 
this book is published for the advantage of 
English-reading people, printed in English in 
Prague as a record of practical work done 
and of solid construction achieved, 

The record is one of which Czecho-Slovakians 
may well be proud. If an Irishman is com- 
pelled to read its pages a little wistfully and 
regretfully under the present circumstances, 
they nevertheless provide him with abundant 
for hope. What other nations have 
There 
is nó reason why, if we seize the opportunities 
that are now presented to ue, as the citizens of 
this little State seized the opportunities pre- 
sented to them, we should not, in our turn, 
before long be able to present a record as 
satisfactory. It is for this reason that the 
book ie worthy of careful attention. 

Naturally, the authors put forward in this 
little book 
that, too. is a& it shounld be; but the book is 
a record of facts, much of which is set forth in 
calm statistics which cantot be refuted. By 
far the greater part of the book is occupied by 
an economic reeord, in which the financial posi- 
tion of the country is examined and a survey 
is made, not only of the natural resources, 
but also of the industrial and agricultural 
development that has been brought to pass, 
arid is now being actively continued. In the 
statement of the present financial position of 
the country it appears that all its issue of bank 
notes is covered. The Czecho-Slovakian crown 
at the present moment is worth more than 
2,000 times the Austrian ‘crown; and in 
Budget for 1921 the State carried forward the 
small surplus of 3,000,000-crowns. This has 
been done. by a sound financial policy, accom- 
panied by care in expenditure for devetop- 
ment—which, after all, is the soundest invest- 
ment that any State may make. 

Financial figures, however, are by themeelves 
delusiye. One remembers the story of the 
Persian sage who told of a man dying of 
hunger in tho desert. who imagined that an 
angel had placed before him a plate of rice; 
but when he etretched out his hand te eat he 
discovered that it was only a plate of priceless 
pearls. A nation lives, not by money, but by 
the production of wealth; and it is in its 
record of this kind of production that this 
book is most valuable. © Every sphere of the 
nation’s activity is taken in turn, from the 
production of the land to the production of its 
factories; and in every casé figures and statistics 
are set down by which the truth of the recital 
can be tested. Quite casually we learn that 
a uniform system of voltage in the matter of 
electrical supply is in force,, and that arrange- 
ments are being made to generate this electri- 
city, not by carrying coal to the great cities, 
but actually in the coal districts themselves, on 
the principle that some have enunciated in 
Ireland that it is cheaper to convey power 
than to carry fuel if a proper system can be 
organised for that purpose. 

Naturally, therefore, one turn to the 
chapters in this book that deal with the politi- 
cal and administrative system. Perhaps wisely, 
the authors do not give much space to this 
aspect of the national life. - Yet more could 
with advantage have been given; for it is hope- 
less to expect prosperous national] development 
without ruthlees efficiency in high places, 
Nevertheless, the book is one from which the 
reader rises with hope. What one nation. has 
done’ another nation can do, provided that 
there be the life, determination and purpose, 
and regard for efficiency. 

Yet there is danger, too, at the present 
moment in Ireland. Our own furniture-makers

It is hard to 
think that Irish men and Irish women can be 
allowed to suffer untold privations without a 
hand being stretched forth to assist them. It is, 
indeed, time that the Government should take 
active steps to alleviate the tragic conditions in

BELFAST BUILDERS’ 
WAGES 


COMPARISON WITH OTHER 
TOWNS. 

The quesiion of the proposed reduction in the 
wages of builders’ labourers engaged upon the 
housing schemes was raised at the monthly 
meeting of the ‘Belfast Corporation yesterday 
by a deputation from the Builders’ Labourers 
Branch of the Workers’ Union. 

Mr. Samuel Geddis, district organseer, who 
introduced the deputation, said that the dele- 
gates bad come before the Council to clear up 
what was evidently a misunderstanding about the 
rate of wages dí builders’ labourers in Belfast. 

At a meeting of the builders’ labourers’ 
organisation, held on April 22 last, the members 
of the Belfast Branch rejected the masters’ 
terms, consequently there could be no such 
thing as their workers being beholden to an 
agreement. After that the National Federation 
of Building Trades Operatives wrote expressing 
regret that they (the builders’ labourers’ 
branch) had withdrawn their two delegates. 
There was no such thing as an ' agreement ”’ 
with the labourers. 


UNDER-PAID BELFAST MEN. 


Belfast was known to operative builders as an 
A 2 city, and the wages in such cities for 
skilled men would be ls. 7d. an hour and for 
unskilled men ls. 2id. He did not know how 
there could be such a thing as a “ recognised 
wage” of 10d. Belfast builders’ fabourers 
were the worst raid that he knew, (Cries of 
“Shame” from the public gallery, which wae 
crowded with members of the labourers’ organ 
mation.) . 

in a small town like Lisburn they got Is. an 
hour; Dungannon ls. and ls. 2d.; Cookstown 
ls.; Coalisland 1s. 2d. In Belfast he knew of 
one particular firm which was paying from ls. 
_ ld. to le. 4)d. Four minutes’ walk from the 
City Hall there was a firm paying ls. and ls. 
2d., and there were other cases of le. 

- Coming to what was called district rates, 
there was a firm ten minutes’ walk away pay- 
ing their labourers £5 Ys. a week. In Dublin 
the men were getting ls. 6d. an hor, and at 
present there was a ;rospeet of a strike because 
the builders were trying to reduce that sum to 
ls. 34d. Cork paid 1s. 44., Dundalk 1s. 2d. 
When it was brought up in Dundalk what Bel- 
fast was paying the masters aaid that they 
would continue to pay a living wage. There was 
nobody in Ireland would recognise 10d. an nour 
as a living wage. 

NO REDUCTION. 

After the presentation of the men’s case, 
Alderman Murphy moved the adoption of the 
minutes of the Housing Committee, which con- 
tained a resolution recommending the Council 
to rescind a former decision, fixing the rates of 
wages of labourers employed by the survevor’s 
department in connection with the erection of 
houses at ls. ld. an hour for ground labourers, 
and Is. 2d. for hodemen and special labourers. 
and subetituting for them 1 and llid. an 
hour respectively, as from September 1, the 
agreed rates between the Belfast Masters Asso- 
clation and the National Federation of Building 
Trades Operatives. ” 

Councillor J. A. Kennedy moved that the re- 
solution of the Committce substituting the 10d. 
and 11}d. rates be deleted. He rointed out that 
there was no reduction in the cost of living, 
and that the wages were much lower than paid 
elsewhere in Ireland. Tt would be a shame if 
the Corporation went back on its previous de- 
eigion, and reveried to the low rates.

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Public Libraries—Taste and the Masses — Ihe

Of myself, says the author of 
‘Pagan Papers, “ public libraries 
possess 4 special horror, as of Jonely 
wastes and dragon-haunted fens. The 
stillness of the heavy air, the feeling 
of restriction and surveillance, the mute pre- 
sence of these other readers, ‘all silent and 
all damned,’ combine to set up a nervous irrita- 
tion fatal to quiet study. Had I to choose 
would prefer the windy street.

Faded Romance. 


When Carnegie clotted the world with public 
libraries he imagined fondly that he was dis- 
pensing culture to. the masses that hac not 
the means to dispense it to themeelves. He 
lid nothing of the kind, Nine-tenths of the 
persons who frequent public libraries go to 
read, not books that taey want to read, but 
books they do not want to read, but must— 
dull text books, ponderous volumes of reference, 
monographs, atlases, blue books, departmental 
reports. The other tenth go—strangely, as it 
may seem—for warmih and company. You 
can always tel! these people, frail and furtive, 
threadbare, and generally carrying an umbrella. 
Usually they sit in front of a book for form’s 
sake, but they never read. They make up 
imaginary conversations with the other readers 
and weave romances about them. Sometimes 
romance really intrudes upon the scene, and an 
elderly Rodolpho is seen to disappear in the 
direction of the tea-shop round the corner, 
holding his umbrella over a faded Mimi, who 
not forgotten how to blush. This only 
happens once in a while; but all the genteel 
tragedies of the world have at least one scene 
set in a pubhe library. 

For the pursuit of data, however, and an 
atmosphere in’ which to concentrate, the public 
brary has not its equal. The unwilling mathe- 
matreian whose examination is next Thurs iay 
takes one look around, sniffs one sniff ‘at the 
atmosphere, heavy’ with floor-soap and 
humanity, and plunges into his conic sections 
as if they were the confidences of his lady love 
«er the diary of a Prime Minif$ter. He hardly 
dares to take his nose out of the book until it 
ls time to co home. 

Notwithstanding all this, there are public 
librarians that fill their shelves with all kinds 
of strange books, magnificent quartos on 
medig@val art, rare works on Provencal litera- 
ture or Chinese porcelaim, the publications of 
antiquarian societies and so forth. often 
wonder whether, if an unemployed proletarian, 
with nothing better to do, were to stroll in and 
ask for one of these exquisite works, they 
would dig it un for him or tell him that it was 
at the binderé. But there are thousands of 
other hooks in every public library that never 
vet looked at, that never would be looked at 
except by the cultured. The men and women 
who have the world by the tail—and no one 
has it more securely than your people who are 
determined to be different, who are, or are.in 
recess of becoming, cultured—abhor public 
ibraries nmd nublic art galleries and every- 
thing else that is public. In the case of an art 
gallery the feeling is tempered by the know- 
ledge that private enjoyment of the pictures 
therein would be impeasible, that the public 
art gallery, which masquerades as a means of 
feeding the masses on the intellectual ambrosia 
of the cultured few. is really a means of pro- 
viding the latter with an additional supply of 
nourishment at the expense of the former. 

ut eten so, there must be something to 
Burgest a sense of possession, of exclusion, if the 
cultured are to enter into their inheritance. 
Mr. Stephen Graham felt that his “ St. 
(Catherine really belonged to him in spite oí 
the fact that she lived in the National Gallery. 
She was as far removed from the gaze of the 
Philistines as if she had been hanging in his 
own dining-room—always supposing that at the 
time he had a dining-room, which is most un 
likely. The last thing that the multitude ever 
would think of doing would he to lie on its 
stomach on the floor of the National Gallery, 
or even of the Roval Academy, to look at a 
picture. If one onlv knew the truth of the 
matter, it was in all probability the necessity 
of lying on the floor that attracted Mr. Stephen 
Graham to the picture, and not the picture 
that induced him to lie on the floor. In true 
eulture the desire for a new sensation is the 
deepest emotion. Once that departs, we become 
mere collectors, nabobs, patrons of art and 
leiters. or, worst of all, critics. 

With hooks it is otherwise. There are 
millions of books in the world, and nobody can 
be «0 poor as not to be able to buy a few. 
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Books are the thin end of the cultural wedge. 
It is not a question of literary taste. Really 
literary people, people who produce literature 
themselves, read as little as possible. They find 
that it cramps their style, and tends to under- 
mine their sense of their own omniscience, 
without which writers, as opposed to mere book- 
producers, cannot hope to succeed. A compara- 
tively ignorant man who started to buy books, 
and read steadily through them as he acquired 
them, never would become cultured. He would 
not have time. At about the third visit to the 
old book-shop he would get a sharp attack of 
bibliomania, and buy something in forty 
volumes, dirt chean at sixptnce a volume. That 
would be the end of him. 

On the other hand, the same man conceiv 
ably could become cultured if ke never read 
more than a few pages out of every hook that 
he bought. In practice the ! hook -lovei 
hovers between these two extremes. He pur- 
chases a treasure and takes it home. It will be 
at least a month before he has saved up 
enough to go book-hunting again, and in the 
meanwhile he must cke out the new treasure. 
le takes it out and pats it. He examines the 
colophon, and makes sure that there are no 
pages missing. He shows it to his friends, 
such of them as are willing to look al it. 
Finally, as there are still about three weeks 
to go, he starts to read it, He may find at 
amusing and read it all. In nine cases out of 
ten he will find it intensely uninteresting, and, 
replacing it tenderly on the shelf, wil! go 
downst airs and borrow the landilady's 
Strend Magazine. Wt is common knowledge that 
the books which attract the bibliophile, that 
have colophons and tooled leather bindings and 
a nice smell and interesting pictures and all 
the things that a desirable book should have, are 
generally not worth reading. It is very seldom, 
indeed, that we pick up at random a book that 
we afterwards enroll in our list. of the books 
that matter—the books. incidentally, of which 
somebody else generally has got our copy: 
Such books are so few in ron, a that if we 
discover ” one in a lifetime, we haye done 
very well, indeed. The trouble about these 
books that matter is that we cannot NL 
flattering our own vanity by lending the 
other members of the inner circle, with c 
result that our well-thumbed copies persistently 
distend the bookselves of our friends. | 
There are some book-shops that sell noth ne 
but new books, some of them very fine. no 
doubt—books that will live through the ages 
and books much too expensive for us to bus 
but the vast majority mere rubbish that onl: 
the cheapness of paper and the ungovernable 
audacity of publishers have succeeded in 
thrusting upon the market. Were the book 
seller's trade what it ‘should be, they sever 
would get there. But the modern bookseller's 
business is to have a copy (or more probably 
to have just sold the last copy). of a book that 
you ask for, when it should really be. of 
course, to sell you a book that you ought tr 
read, but have never heard of.-I have read 
of bgoksellers like that, but I never met one. 
They would probably say in defence “that it 
would be physically impossible for them to know 
what was in a thousandth part of the books 
that they stocked, that nobody asks their ad- 
vice anyway, and that they have to take the 
publisher's word for the quality of every book 
which is to the effect that nothing quite & 
good has ever appeared before. 
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Salesmanship. 


All this, however, is begging the question 
The real trouble comes from having the prices 
plastered on the backs of books. It is obvious 
that a man who has money and taste will pay 
more for a book than a man who has neither, 
but has to be coaxed into becoming a book 
buyer at all. There are haberdashers’ shops 
here, there, and everywhere whose windows ar 
chock-full of thousands of ties, hundreds 
pairs of pyjamas, hillocks of woollen underwear. 
and a whole galaxy of hats, gloves, and sticks. 
These are the  bargain-counter shops, the 
emporia where every two-shilling article ne 
yours for one and elevenpence halfjpenny, where 
quick returns and small prices are the order ot 
the day. The sbopman flings your carefully 
selected neckwear and the fawn gloves into a 
piece of paper ag nonchalantly as if he were 
wrapping up fish. 

Now consider the real shop, the Bond sireet 
“ establishment ’’ where the discriminating go, 
and where incidentally the owner can: afford his 
Rolls-Royce. In the window on a red velvet 
throne repose the Gloves, festooned about the 
head of a shining Malacca gold-mounted cane. 
Beneath, tossed in careful disorder, ig the 
Cravat. Over all broods in austere isolation the 
Absolute Hat. That is all. If you have the 
money, you simply have to go in and price the 
cravat, and when the archbishop behind the 
counter has satisfied your curiosity—his manner 
intimating all the time that he does not expect 
your sort really to buy a cravat—you not only 
buy it, but the hat as well, in your feverish 
anxiety to show him that you are not such an 
abject worm as he thinks You have paid 
three times What you would have given at the 
co-operative stores: but you make it up to 
yourself by telling the fellows in the office that 
you always make a point of being hatted by So- 
and-so. Dashed expensive, of course, but then 
you get something different from the ground 
lings. 

There ought to be book-shops like that, but 1 
never heard of one, and I suppose that there 
never will he one so long as the fool publishers 
make all the book emporia charge the same 
price for the same book. It i this standardisa- 
tion that is the curse of modern civilisation so- 
called. I should like “Thoughts and 
Theories,’’ chastely baund in vellum and with 
deckled edges and all the other high-class 
gadgets, reposing on a red plush cushion in 
Messrs. Hodgebridge’s window, monarch of all 
it surveyed. I am sure that the bibliorhiles, 
who, as I have explained, seldom read the hooks 
which they buy, would like it, too. But one 
must have the archbishop, the personal touch 
“Yes ’”’ he would murmur; “ we are not selling 
much else just now. You «see clients are 
very particular what thev read, and we cannot 
afford to offer them ruvthine but the very best. 
You will take a copy® Thank vou. Gocd morn- 
ing.” The world would he the better for a 
book-shop like that. Art would revive; litera. 
ture—real literature—would come into ite own 
again: and the rublic library would be con 
verted. for the sake of economy, into what it

not easy to say much about partridge 
an area where lately little or no 
preservation has been carried out for some time 

in Ireland there has been so much poaching 
with gun, net, and by other means, that the 
stocks for breeding have not been very large. 
however, good reasons for believing 
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indeed, possible 
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a good one, 
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of tact and the measure of geniality it promotes 
those excellent relations which are so important 
in a creation of a sort of tie between them and 
the country people, or those who, more or less, 
help to create a livelihood for them. This is, of 
course, only one of the ways of doing this. It 
has in no little degree the power of promoting 
patriotism and an esprit de corpea. 

There are several conditions that make for the 
success in so far as rartridge manors go. First 
comes consideration of soil. Wet districts are 
inimical. The partridge must have drv. loam 
soil with a fair amount of cover. Norfolk 
affords the ideal conditions where it consisis of 
dry sandy or loamy soil, with heather, furze 
and a good deal of arable and roots. This is 
the secret of its success, indeed. 

The country should not be too hilly, but, on 
the other hand, gentle slopes are favourite 
resorts of the birds, along with fields with good 
lines of hedges, and some cover here and there 
interspersed with cereals and roots. On good 
ground an average bag for one day will not, 
under good management, fall below 600-700 
birds; and this should be the work of no more 
than six or seven guns. A good bag for one 
short drive is 60-70 birds, and such an average 
should be maintained for the ten or fifteen 
drives that may be arranged for a single day's 
sport. 


PARTRIDGES AND CULTIVATION. 


Needless to say, successful partridge manors 
are inseparable from a proper proportion in 
relation to the grass country or heaths part- 
ridges prefer, of cultivated land. The due pro- 
vision of this for small shoots, when a district 
is split up amongst several owners, is a matter 
of careful adjustment between sporting owners 
or tenants and the neighbouring farmers. 
Pairly treated, the latter will not be difficult 
to deal with, especially if the shoots are not 
run for profit. Indeed, no decent manors cen 
be run now without the laying out of a con- 
siderable amount of money, nor Is there a glut 
in the market. All this is good for the country 
districts, Some farmers complain about the 
the birds on the stubbies, 
and of roots spoiled. Against this is to be 
laced the goods that the birds do on grass- 
and by consuming wire-worms and daddy-long.

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The Butterflies: oí Late 


Summer. 
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UGUST is known in the naturalist 
world as the ' silent month.” ‘The 
great bird chorus of the year ceased 
a couple of months ago, but up to the 
end of July at evening time and at 

dawn the birds still sang softly. But in August 
even the robin has nothihg to say, and the tiny 
chirping of tits and twittering of swallows only 
accentuates the silence. It is the turn of the 
year, and there is a sense that the fulfilment 
of earth's promise is at hand, Growth has 
ceased and the sap energy has abated. 

But it is towards the end of August and on 
through September that the insect, and espe- 
cially the butterfly, world is at its zenith, and 
im gardens, hedgerows, and woods we now see 
the most splendid of all British winged insects 
in the Peacocks, Red Admirals, Painted Ladies, 
and Fritillaries that sun their gorgeous wings 
on the late blossoms, It is hard to judge which 
ot them should be awarded the palm of beauty. 
‘the Red Admiral has a more gaudy underwing 
than the Peacock, for the red stripe so striking 
on the upper wings shows through to the back. 
Both black and vermilion wings are delicately 
scelloped - with white edges between black 
points. and to finish off the colour scheme there 
is a line of Wedgwood blue bordering the upper 
wings. The undersides of the lower wings are 
beautiful, too, in a subducd marbling of fawns, 
greys, and browns. But who can rightly de- 
scribe a butterfly’s wing? You are certain 
there is a blue sheen on this wing. A flap and 
a turn, and behold it is green, for the play cf 
light at different angles brings out entirely 
different colours owing to the minute striation 
on the scales, which cover the membrane of the 
wings just as it does on a mother-of-pearl shell. 


THE RED ADMIRAL, 


A big Red Admiral is an amusing fellow to 
watch when he has decided which + Ese table 
to honour with his presence. In the garden 
just now it is generally the Michaelmas daisies 
or golden rod which finds favour in his eyes, 
and he alights with an air which signifies to all 
small fry whom it may concern that royalty nas 
appeared, and it beboves them to depart from 
the presence at best speed. Occasionally a fly 
ot a bee approaches, but the moment it alights 
the royal wings give a petulant flap, and the 
intruder leaves hurriedly. Sometimes he alights 
on a bunch of ivy blossom already covered with 
small insects of different kinds. They appear 
to be dazed and intoxicated with honey, and it 
requires several very rapid flaps before their 
bemused faculties are sufficiently alert to warn 
them that they must depart. 

The Peacock butterfly owes his brilliance to 
the four eyes with which his wings are 
decorated, ‘The main colour is brick red, upon 
which the blue eyes of the underwings stand 
out with jewel-like effect, while the upper, 
more yellowish, eyes are enhanced by triangular 
black patches beside them. Like living fire a 
Peacock or ed Admiral will alight on a 
bramble spray. Next instant, with upper wings 
depressed behind the lower ones, they might 
tor all the world be a last year’s dead leaf, a 
study in wrinkled browns and greys. The sun 
shines out again and the Peacock spreads his 
wings once more and lights on the water-mint. 
He is in no hurry for the honey in 
the little mauve cups, and he _§ tries 
various positions that he may get 
full benefit of the sun. He closes and re- 
opens his wings in luxuriant ease. Suddenly 
he uncurls and shoots out his proboscis, a long 
hair-like tube, and thrusts it deep into the 
florets of the mint. This delicate eppendage 
looks as if a mistake in the thrust might 
break it off short, but the aim is unerring, and 
every floret is tried in turn. Presently he de- 
sists and gives himself up to the joys of sun- 
shine and scent. 

This latter idea recalls one of the most 
astonishing things about  butterflies—their 
of smell and how it is exercised. The 
sense itself, both in butterflies and moths, 1s 
extraordinarily keen, and the males in many 
trust to i to direct them to the 
females; this is specially the case with such 
moths as the Vapourer, where the female cannot 
search for the male, having only the rudi- 
ments of wings, appendages which are quite 
useless for flight. Several kinds of male 
butterflies, such as the Meadow Browns and 
some of the Skippers, have little plumules on 
their wings, which, it is thought, may be 
scent organs. Certain it is, that the sweet 
scents of fruit and flowers quickly attract 
butterflies and moths. Night after night 
throughout August, in the writer's garden, 
hutterflies are to be found at dusk asleep on 
the mpe peaches—truly a deliciously scented 
velivit ced. 


THE PAINTED LADY. 


In warm autumns a frequent companion of 
the Red Admirals and Peacocks is the Painted 
Lady. This is a migratory insect, whose home 
is said to be in Northern Africa, but in hot 
seasons scores of them come north to the 
British Isles. Beautiful as are the upper wings 
of this dainty lady with buff and tawny 
orange splashed with black and white, her 
underwings are more beautiful still. The body 
is of palest azure, with wings delicately marbled 
in the same shade with fawn, grey and brown, 
and a wash of pink near the four large dots 
and rings 

The woods, too, 
butterflies, and ia 
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have their own — special 
the shady alleys between 
the in Co. Wicklow there darts that 
splendid insect, the Silver-washed Fritillary, 
more like a tropical butterfly ‘than a British 
insect. It flies with wonderful rapidity, but 
its brilliant. orange colouring splashed with 
hlack makes it very conspicuous against the 
dark shadows of the wood. It loves the tall 
thistles and mullein plants that stand in stately 
masses in the open glades, but it will never 
ventur@far from the shelter of the woods. 
Near its haunts is generally to be found the 
Dark Green Fritillary, equally handsome, but 
Another shade lover is the 
modest little Wood Argus, her sober brown 
wings spotted and dotted with black and 
yellow, brightened up in the newly hatched in- 
sect by a covering of hairs of a beautiful 
iridescent green, In marshy places Ringlets 
Blues and Coppers hold the field, leaving the 
moorv hillsides to the Walls, Graylings, and 
Heaths, while every hedgerow abounds in 
Whites, Large, Small. and Green-veined, whose 
second broods have all lately hatched out. 

On every dry and flowery bank there is the 
hum the buzz of flies, and the gay 
chirruping of grasshoppers. making up to us 
in some measure by its cheerful little sound 
for the lack of bird song. ST. J. W.

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OLD DUBLIN INNS. 


Historic Hostels of 
Long Ago. 


F the many institutions which graced 

the streets of old Dublin, there were 

none of more interest than the inns, or 

taverns, as they were commédnly called, 
‘ which flourished in the days gone by. 
The taverns were part and parcel of the old 
coaching days, and our grandfathers, doubtless, 
found them as necessary to their comfort as 
they did the roomy, rumbling coaches which 
whirled them to their destination at the rate 
of five aniles per hour. While it is not the 
purport of this article to give a lengthy account 
of the inns of old Dublin, a glance back at 
some of the most famous of them should prove 


of interest. 

In the days when Napoleon I. was plunging 
Europe into war, and when Waterloo was still 
in futurity, there stood in Lower Abbey street 
the Bell Tavern, presided over by one William 
Reeves, whose fame as a raconteur reached pre- 
eminence throughout Dublin. The Beil was a 
fine, roomy old place, and the bar-parlour, ot 
huge dimensions, was the scene of a good deal 
of conviviality during the winter evenings. How 
long the Bell had been in existence it is im- 
possible to say, but im the year 1812 it was in 
the heyday of its popularity. It was the haunt 
of most of the gallants of the metropolis, and 
its fame was enhanced’ when a great 
banquet was given under its roof by 
the Karl of Hardwicke to celebrate the 
victory of Waterloo in the September fol- 
lowing that historic event. There is no record 
when the Bell ceased to exist, but 
according to an old directory it was still 
flourishing in the early ‘forties. Ea 

At the upper end of what is now Ó Connell 
street might be found, in the year 1818, the 
celebrated Bilton Arms, where Robert Heinekey 
dispensed hospitality in a lavish fashion. The 
old hostelry was long famed as the resort of the 
legal fraternity of Dublin. It had a reputation 
for bibulous companionship, and it was sail 
that the wine which was consumed each term 
at the Bilton by the vivacious gentlemen of 
the wig and gown would float a battleship. 
Dame Rumour, ag busy in those day as she is 
to-day, had it that the worthy proprietor had 
ingratiated himself with his customers by keep- 
ing a coach for the purpose of conveying his 
patrons to their chambers. after they had in- 
dulged their Bacchanalian propensities to ile 
full. Doubtless, this piece of forethought on 
his part contributed in no small measure to 
the popularity of the Bilton. 

“A good dinner at one of the clock and the 
best vintage,” was the laconic announcement he 
made of his hospitality. Brief enough m 
its way, but pregnant with meaning to those 
who harboured goodly thought for the incr 
man. 


THE SHAKESPEARE TAVERN. 


From O'Connell street to Hawkins »s 
is but a stone's throw, and here, at No. 1, lay 
the Shakespeare ‘Tavern, A swinging snd 
creaking signboard, with a half-onliterated 
portrait of the immortal bard, hung over the 
door of this celebrated place, while another one 
ornamenting a passage at the side of the hotel 
gave the’ pleasing information that ** accom- 
modation tor man and beast” could be had 
within, The claims of the Shakespeare to popu- 
larity were strongly advocated by an event 
which occurred here in the year 1825. 

After this, for many decades, the Shakespeare 
held its own witi. the best inns of the Metro- 
polis. At a dinner given in June of the year 
mentioned, one John Swift, Stalytown, Proctor 
of the Prerogative and Consistorial Courts, who 
resided at Henrietta House, Henrietta street, 
was the guest of the evening. As was cus- 
tomary in those days, copious draughts of wine 
were called into requisition to wash down the 
good and substantial dishes which graced the 
board, and it was an open secret that many otf 
the guests drank not wisely, but too well. In- 
cluded in the party was a Mr. Adam 4G. 
Knowles, a rising young barrister, whose fiery 
temperament had more than once plunged him 
into trouble. Feeling slighted at some remark 
which the Proctor’ made, the excitable young 
advocate jumped to his feet and rapped out 4 
challenge. 

All attempts at conciliation proved unavailing, 
and in a ehort time swords were procured, a 
space was cleared, and the pair faced each 
other. Both combatants were wounded, the 
Froctor receiving a nasty gash on the $houlder 
Duelling was then on the wane in Ireland, and 
this doughty deed happening under the roof 
of the Shakespeare caused its reputation to go 
up by leaps and bounds. This historic old inn 
was 6till holding ite ground up to the year 1850, 
but after this date it becomes effaced from all 
records. i 


MR. JUDE'S. 


The Roval Tavern, situated at 13 Grafion 
street, flogrished about 1830, and was hosted 
by an edimable gentleman named Horatio 
Jude. It was a goodly-sized place, and boasted 
of many private parlours, a gaming room, and 
a “fencing corridor.” At a pinch it could 
supply “ a fine hot dinner with a fairish bottle 
of wine,” to use the words of a brief account 
of the tavern in the ' News Letter ” . bearing 
date June, 1829. The Royal was a somewhat 
exclusive place, and was frequently patronised 
by the Marquis of Anglesea, then Lord Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland. For this reason it com- 
manded rather high prices, as may be learned 
from some entries in the diary of the Right 
Hon. John Montfield, then Lord Chief Justice, 
They run:—‘‘ June, 1831—Two dinners with 
wine at Mr. Jude's Tavern, forty-five shillings’ 
and on the same date—*' Use of coach and 
parlour, 15s.” Right good prices to pay, even 
for a Lord Chief Justice! 

“The Imperial Tavern for Gentlemen and 
Families ” etood on the site recently occupied 
by the well-known Imperial Hotel and 
was a place which enjoyed a high reputation 
among the nobility. In addition to furnishing 
gentlemen and their families with the good 
things of this life, it was the booking office 
for the, Belfast, Enniskillen, Londonderry and 
Waterford coaches. An early morning seene 
outside the old Imperial Tavern must have 
afforded a very picturesque sight—enough to 
have made the eyes of Dickens glisten. The

worthy of conjuring up. 

In Thomas street, at the beginning of the 
19th century, stood the Yellow ua Tavern, a 
somewhat unpretentious place of reíreshment. 
Notwithstanding this, however, the fare was 
excellent and the house commanded a large 
amount of patronage. Here, in 1800, the un- 
fortunate Robert Emmett addressed a group of 
his followers, and it was known that many 
meetings took place in the parlour of the 
Yellow Lion prior to the rising. Three years 
afterwards, from, the balcony of the same house, 
crowds of an w were destined to watch the 
public decapitat&n of the young revolutionary.

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RUSSIA'S CHURCH 
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Revival: and Reform. - 


O the classic trio,, the woman, the dog, 
and the walnut tree, who are said to 
improve by harsh treatment, might 
respectfully be added the Church, 
which, all over the world, seems to 

thrive and flourish on suppression. This has 
been proved up to the hilt in the case of 
Russia. It is true that for a year or so after 
the Bolshevist Revolution the churches stood 
empty and deserted. The Bolsheviks, being 
atheists and rationalists, abstained from worship 
through conviction; the non-Bolsheviks from 
bitterness, carelessness, and indifference, some- 
times through fear of arrest, as the churches 
were strongly suspected of being meeting places 
for counter-revolutionary plotters. Priests were 
in the direst poverty; over and over again have 
I seen them with long, unkempt hair and ragged 
cassock begging in the streets of Petrograd. 
About a year and a halt ago, however, 
there seemed to be a kind of revival. 
Services were held, bells were rung, and the 
picturesque Easter celebrations, with gorgeous 
processions and wonderful midnight ecremomies, 
were carried out with as much pomp in 1921 
as in the old Tsarist days. By a certain section 
of the Church a strong movement was set on 
foot to induce the Russian Church to become 
absorbed in the Church of Rome. The pros and 
cons were hotly debated in the European Press. 
The late Pope, it was said, had been approached, 
and was considering the matter. But, somehow, 
the proposition was dropped—perhaps, from 
lack support. Anyhow, ho more has been 
heard of at. 
Superficially, it 
observer that the Russian Church, 
ornate ceremonies, its processions, ikons 
vast treasures Is more akin to the Church of 
Rome than to the austere ritual of Lutheranism, 
but yet, strange as it may seem, the whole 
trend of the Reformed, or, as it 8 now called, 
the * Living Church,” is towards Protestantism. 


A REFORMATION. 
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Reformation has 
steadily for a year or 
where _ the younger clergy, 
with the old Orthodox Church began to raise 
questions and developed a strong spirit ol 
criticism. The leaders in this new movement 
were Nikolai Platonoff, Lissanoff, and Lisnitzky, 
all: well-known priests. The spirit of Church 
reformation was not confined within the Church. 
University professors, authors and intellectuals 
took part in the discussions, and so great was 
the enthusiasm of the lay population, that the 
debates had to be conducted in the largest 
halls available, for instance, in the City Duma, 
Petrograd, and the Polytechnical Museum, 
Moscow. 

All this, of course, gives rise to indignation 
and anger amongst the older clergy, who are 
naturally conservative, and who refuse to allow 
the smallest change in the Russian Church 
liturgy. Thus, a.split has come about. There 
are now the old “* Orthodox Greck Catholics,” 
and the “ Living Church "—as one writer puts 
it—‘‘a kind of new Lutheranism without a 
Luther. 

One wonders 
brought about by the fact that since 
the downfall of the Tsarist regime, the Church, 
which was so dependent and interwoven with 
the State, has had to pursue a quite indepen- 
dent policy. The clergy were thus at liberty 
to criticise what seemed to them. to need 
reform. . 

It was in the autumn 
split definitely took place 
assembled a Council in Karlovice, Galicia, at 
which one hundred priests, who had fled from 
Russia, were present. The Patriarch Tikhon, 
of Moscow, sent his blessing. The assembly 
declared the Bolshevik Government banned, be- 
cause of its Atheistic and Communistic views, 
and passed resolutions antagomistic to it and its 
decrees. This Council stands in the same rela- 
tions to the Greek Church as does the Pope to 
the Church of Rome—its decisions are binding 
on all true believers. 

The Soviet Government retaliated 
that should the Orthodox 
too far in their action against 
CGovernmen! they would be treated 
the utmost severity, especially should 
they oppose the confiscation of Church 
property. The Orthodox Church fgnored these 
threats, and in consequence twenty-seven 
priests were arrested,

Liberal” priests in Petrograd, with Alex- 
ander Wedensky, of the Shpalnia Chapel, as 
their leader, went to Moscow to open negotia- 
tions with the Soviet Government. They were 
prepared to compromise with the Bolsheviks 
and ignore the decision of the Council in Kar- 
novice, in order, as they said, “to preserve the 
Russian Church.”

As Wedensky ascended the pulpit, 
he was gr eted with shouts of “ Bolshevik,” 
“ Judas.” “traitor,’’ “* Anti-Christ,” and for a 
long time his voice could not be heard. At 
last the assembly calmed down, and he had a 
chance to deliver his message. “ What | have 
to say,” he began, “is much more important 
for you than for me. I don t need enlightening, 
you do.”

Some of the 
congregation left at once, and the officiatmg 
priests withdrew from the altar, but Wedensky 
continued the Service unmoved, The larger 
part of the worshippers, however, remained on, 
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Government replied to this action with 
measures. Many priests were arrested, 
including the Metropolite, who was sentenced 
to death. but the old man was spared the on- 
dignity, as he succumbed to a heart attack be- 
fore the sentence could be put into execution. 
The Patriarch Tikhon, of Moscow, was spared 
owing to the intervention of the American Go- 
vernment, he had resided for five years in 
America he was entitled to American citizen- 
ship.

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THE FAMOUS KELLY RIOTS. 
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Some New ge Documents— Sheridan 
and the Orange. | 


sent records of many a stirring 

theatrical riot, but none at once so 

trivial in its inception and so momen- 

tous in its outcome as the remarkable 
eeries of disturbances which began at old Smock 
Alley on January 19, 1747, during a performance 
of the comedy of “ Asop.. While the now 
celebrated Mrs. Bellamy and another actress 
were seated in the greenroom, awaiting their 
summong by the call-boy, they were startled 
by the sudden apparition of an imtoxicated 
young buck, who proceeded to address them 
so unbecomingly that they fled forthwith to 
the nearest dressingroom and locked themeelves 
in. The offender was a Mr. Kelly, a person 
of some social standing, whe, considerably to 
the surprise of the audience, had risen from 
the pit and clambered over the formidable row 
of spikes fronting tha stage to make his way 
behind the scenes. While he was striving to 
break in the door of the room where the two 
actresses had. taken shelter, and vigorously 
abusing all who interfered with him, Thomas 
Sheridan, the manager, attracted by the 
hubbub, came on the scene. 

Never capable of grasping his nettle, Sheri- 
dan on the Secasion acted too gingerly, and 
only succeeded in stinging himself. Instead of 
throwing the foul-mouthed reveller out of the 
theatre, he contented himself by calling a guard 
and having him removed to the back of the pit, 
where he laid in a stock of bad oranges fem 
the basket-woman and awaited the manager’s 
appearance on the stage. Curiously enough, 
Kelly's extra load of wine seems to have sharp 
ened his vision and directed his atm. Sheridan, 
On coming on again as, Msop, received a blow 
from an orange fair and square on the nose, a 
blow the painfulness of which may be guessed 
from the fact that it dinted in the false metal 
nose he was wearing. 

The play was then nearing its end, but ‘the 
manager thought fit to appeal to the audience 
for protection, Those seated round about Kelly 
thought to pacify him, but he insisted on rising 
to his feet and assailing Sheridan with such 
epithete ag “ scoundrel’ and “ villain.” 
content with that, he made his way 
to the manager's room at the close 
performance and proceeded to indulge in more 
abuse. But Sheridan’s large stock of patience 
had now become exhausted, and, happening to 
have Aisop’s stout oaken cudgei in his hand, he 
administered to the young blackguard the 
punishment that was his due. 


VENGEANCE. 


Kelly ‘carried his bruises in hot haste 
Lucas's Coffee House, where he paralysed the 
bucks with the intelligence that a low-down 
player,had dared to lift his hand to one of their 
number. Vengeance was declared, and for 
three successive nights there were serious dis- 
turbances at Smock Alley. On one of these 
occasions Dr. Lucas, of patriotic memory, rose 
in the pit and pleaded for fair-play. ‘“* Were 
not the actors,’ he asked, ' the servants of 
the audience, and, therefore, under their pro- 
tection? Because, if so, every insult or inter- 
ruption given to them in the discharge of their 
duty was offered to the audience.” But the

the only material result of Lucas s appeal was 
an assault upon him in the street by some of 
the malcontents. 

Bending before the storm Sheridan closed the 
theatre. There was much grumbling about town 
among the saner-minded, particularly as the 
annual performance on behalf of the Hospital 
for Incurables had been advertised to take 
place on February 11: According to Benjamin 
Victor, who was then treasurer of Smock Alley, 
“the governors, who were all persons of conse- 
quence, demanded the performance of their 
‘benefit play, and sent the manager word (who 
was to perform the part of Horatio in ‘ The 
Fair Penitent ') that they would take upon 
them to defend him that night, resting assured 
no set of men would oppose a charity play, 
especially as all the ladies of quality exerted 
their interest, and were to honour it with their 
presence.

accordingly posted up, 
early to the theatre, 
their white wands; the boxes and pit 
have been filled with ladies if about 
centlemen had not taken early possession of 
the middle of two or three benches near the 
spikes of the orchestra. There were above a 
hundred ladies seated on the stage, and when 
the curtain drew up nothing could equal the 
brilliant appearance of the house. At’ the 
entrance of Mr. Sheridan (who had the honour 
of being ushered in by the governors) 
those thirtv men, all armed, rose up 
in the pit, and ordered -him off; 
and they were joined by some few placed 
in both galleries Sheridan withdrew, and then 
violent disputes between the governors on the 
stage and the gentlemen in the pit, and some- 
thine very like challenges passed between 
several of them, as all the persons on both 
sides were publicly known. 


TOWN AND GOWN. 


governors was a student of the 
Collede in his Bachelor's gown, who behaved 
with some warmth against those who opposed 
the play, and a gentleman (near the spikes) in 
the pit threw an apple at him, called him 
scoundrel, and (as he declared) said they were 
all a pack of scoundrels. Away flew the scholar 
like a feathered Mercury to the College (the 
distance half a mile), and returned in about 
twenty minutes with about as many 
youths armed for the combat; but 
the affront was not given till the house was half 
empty, the rioters had fortunately all left the 
pit a very few minutes before the scholars 
arrived. Search was then made after them at 
most of the taverns that night, but in vain; 
however, when they returned to the College 
they called a council of war, which was held all 
night. And as soon as the gates were opened 
in the morning out they all sailed, armed, and 
dispersed in large parties to beset the different 
lodgings of the rioters.”

the alarm about town that 
most of the principal shops closed their doors 
Terror seized the hearts of the Kelly faction, 
some of whom at once applied to the Lord 
Chancellor for protection. But, if they had 
only known, they might have saved themselves 
the trouble, as the students were only desirous 
of meting out punishment to those who had 
overtly cast odim on the Universit4y—the 
apple-thrower and another. Both were ulti 
mately captured and carried off in triumph in 
a hackney coach to old Trinity. ' The first 
and greatest offender,’’ Victor tells us, “ was 
compelled to kneel down on his bare knees in 
all the courts of the College, and to repeat 
a form they had prepared for him; the other 
was excused kneeling, only read his submission, 
and asked pardon of the College.” 

But punishment mostly fell on innocent 
shoulders. The town now being in a highly in- 
flammatory state, the Lords Justices issued an 
order closing the theatres, and for a good five 
weeks playgoers were devoid of their usual en- 
tertainment. This was a great hardship on all 
those who got their living by the play. Mean- 
while Sheridan had brought an action against 
Kelly for assault in the Court of Over and Ter- 
miner, and Kelly. being adjudged guilty on all 
three counts, had been sentenced’ to three 
months’ imprisonment, and a fine of £500. But, 
content with having vindicated his position and 
established his rights, Sheridan, with unwonted 
tactfulmess, took a generous course He became 
soheitor and bail to his antagomist in the Court 
of Queen's Bench, and, atter a few weeks, suc- 
cecdéed in getting him released and the fine 
annulled. 

He was moved to return good for evil by the 
fact that Lord Chief Justice Marlay took occa- 
sion to say, after pronouncing judgment, that, 
if in future any person made forcible entry be- 
bind the scenes, and was. apprehended and 
brought before him and the fact proved, he 
would visit upon him the utmost severity of the 
law. This effectually cleansed the Augean 
stable. Decency and order at last began to 
reign behind the scenes. Previously the stage 
doorkeeper had laboured under the perpetual 
fear of being spitted by the first drunken 
roysterer to whom he denied entrance. 


RECORD OFFICE RELICS. 


Among the innumerable documents of prime 
historical value lost in that national calamity, 
the late buraing of. the Record Office. were four 
petitions relative to the enforced closing down 
of the theatres immediately after the mots. All 
were undated, but were made about the end of 
February, 1747. Happily, i took comes of these 
many years ago, and it is fitting that at least
